Tonight,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (16-7-1-1,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  meet  the  Chilliwack  Chiefs  (13-11-2-2,  3rd  Place, 
Mainland  Div.)  in  the  second  and  final  meeting  of  the  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Tonight  marks  the  fifteenth  regular  season  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  clubs.  The  Wild  are  6-5- 
3  all-time  against  the  Chiefs,  and  4-1-2  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  The  Chiefs  won  the  first  head  to  head  matchup  this 
season,  a  5-4  win  at  Prospera  Centre  on  October  6.  Chilliwack  eliminated  Wenatchee  in  the  Mainland  Division  Finals  the 
last  two  years  in  a  row. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (21g,  18a)  leads  the  Wild  in  points  (38)  and  is  tied  for  second  most 
points  in  the  BCHL,  followed  closely  by  Defenseman  Cooper  Zech  (6g,  23a),  who  has  the  most  points  most  among  BCHL 
defensemen.  Goalie  Austin  Park  is  10-4-0  with  a  2.56  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a  Save  Percentage  of  .892.  Chilliwack  is 
led  by  Will  Calverly  (llg,  18a)  and  Tommy  Lee  (12g,  11a),  though  Lee  will  miss  tonight  with  an  injury.  Bryan  Allbee  leads 
Chiefs  defensemen  with  7g  and  15a.  Goalies  Mathieu  Caron  and  Daniel  Chenard  have  each  appeared  in  17  games,  and 
Chenard  has  the  better  GAA  and  save  pet.  Numbers,  though  Caron  has  earned  9  of  the  Chiefs  13  wins.
